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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 7-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Cornea et al. DE 
199 34 846 Al (US 6,315,268 used for translation). 

Cornea discloses a solenoid valve having a slider 45 that is axially reciprocable with a 
communication passage 46 extending through the slider with first and second side spaces (Fig. 1) 
on first and second axial sides, a spring 16, a coil 37, a first stator segment 27 that has an 
attracting portion, a second stator segment 32 having a tubular portion that is at least partially 
placed radially outward of the slider, a non-magnetic body 29 partially placed radially inward of 
the tubular portion that slidably supports the slider therein. A valve housing 12 with a valve 
member 14 with at least one connecting passage 15 which communicates between the 
communication passage of the slider and the second side space. The first and second side space 
include reciprocation spaces. The connecting passage has an end groove. The valve member has 
a large and small diameter cylindrical portions. The first stator segment has an axial through 
hole. The large diameter cylindrical portion has a first and second drain passage. The valve 
housing has a drain port. The valve member and slider are made of magnetic material. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claim 1 8 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The primary reason for the allowance of claim 18 is the boss portion protruding from the outer 
peripheral side of the attracting portion toward the slider with the boss portion having both a 
tapered inner and tapered outer peripheral surface in combination with the device as cited in 
claim 7. 



Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Brehm, Chin, Gibas, and Bornholdt disclose spool valves controlled by solenoid 
valves with fluid flowing through the middle of the sliders and/or the spools.
